COMPLETING THE “PURITAN,” 

The Mouiter to be Changed Into an Armored 
Vessel. 

WASHINGTON, May 27.—It is probable tha 
the monitor Puritan, which for years has been 
amonitoronly in name—never having been 
supplied with turrets or guns—will scon be 
transformed into an armored vessel of modern 
tvpe of great power, and that her recent 
trip from Norfolk to New York was ordered 
by Secretary ‘Tracy with the view to placing 
the vessel in the yard where important work 
yet to be done can be most speedily executed 
and to the best advantage. 

A board composed of Commedore Walker, 
chief of the bureau of navigation; Commodore 
Schley, of the bureau of equipment; Commo- 
dore Sicard, of the ordnance bureau; Commo- 
dore Wilson, of the construction bureau, and 
Chief Engineer Melville, met at the navy de- 
partment this ofternoon, in accordance with 
instructions from Secretary Tracy, tocensider 
plans for the completion of the Puritan.

BATTERED DOWN THE IRON DOORS, 

The door of Martifi's cell was not locked, 
and as the mob entered he said:

These were his last words. A noose was 
quickly made in a long rope which the lyneh- 
ers carried, and it was slipped over his neck 
while he was vet m bed. The other end of 
the rope reached out to the street, where it 
was held by not less than fifty willing hands.

No attempt was made to 
arrest any member ofthe mob. It is thought 
it was composed of Mr. Gillis’s neighbors.

Ethel Harris, of Cincinnati, Takes Her Life 
in Birmingham.

Ethel Harris,a handsome woman of about 
twenty-two vears, was found dead in her room

Her body was stretched at length on the floor, 
Only one of the chambers of the weapon was 
empty.

Last Wednesday a well-dressed young man 
came to the hotel with her and registered ‘A. 
Wilson and wife, Washington ‘Territory.’’ 
He represented himself as being a United 
States detective. He left here on the follow- 
ing nightand has not been heard of since. 
It has learned, however, that he is 
Abner Alexander, of Oxford, Ala., and that 
he became infatuated with the woman in 
question, who is proved by letters found in her 
trunk tobe Ethel Ilarris, of Cincinnati, O. 
She was not his wife. The coroner’s jury has 
been setting on the case all day, and the mat- 
ter will be further investigated tomorrow. 
Alexander cannot be heard from. 

An Old Man Murdered. 

RaveigH, N. C., May 27.—[(Special,]— 
Oflicial information was received here today 
of a brutal! murder in Alleghanv county, 
vhich has greatly stirred up the people. On 
Sunday, the 1%th inst., a mulatto named Joe 
Liussell, alias Rowland. shot down and in- 
stantly killed a venerable white man named 
David Tompkins, near Sparta. There was no 
provocation whatever for the crime. Governor 
Fowle today offered a reward of two hundred 
dollars for the arrest of Russell.

BimeMINGHAM, Ala., May 27.-[Special.|-The 
dead body of John Johnson, a negro,was found 
in a ditch in the woods near Oxmoor in a fear- 
ful mutilated condition, last night, by a party 
of young fellows who were taking a stroll. 
The body was found in a sink. The throat was 
cut and a dozen stabs had been inflicted in the 
sides. The authorities have a clew to the 
murderer, Which they refuse to divulge.

Panis, May 27.— Notwithstanding the denial 
of Count Meuabera that King Humbert had 
intended to go to Strasburg, it is ramored bere 
that he had prepared to accompany Emperor 
William and renounced his purpose only in 
deference to an appealing telegram from his 
wife, Queen Marguerite. 

Allthe morning papers beleve that King 
Humbert had really determined to visit Stras- 
burg, and express the opinion that he aban- 
doned his intention out of respect for the justi- 
tiably strong feeling throughout Europe, and 
especially among Italian patriots, against such 
a visit. The papers do not-hold the Italian 
people responsible for Italy’s ingratitude, but 
they urge the government to avoid strengthen 
ing the hands of the Italian cabinet by renew- 
ing commercial relations between France and 
lialy.

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TELS BURNED. 
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A Destructive Conflagration in Reno, Ne 
vedo-—The Flames Elsewhere. 

Keno, Nev., May 27.—Fire started yester- 
Way afternoon, in an old theater building, just 
oppoessite the Depot hotel, destroying the hotel, 
six other houses and oftices near, the Pioneer 
hotel, Lafavette house, Pollard house, and 
yramid hotel. The N. and C, depot was also 
partially consumed. On Center street fire 
broke out again and destroyed five business 
houses and ten residences. In one block 
every building except one, wasin ashes. Fire 
in another direction burned the roundhouse 
and turntable of the Central Pacific road and 
two houses and one cement house. The Silver 
State Flouring mills were the next consumed, 
and after that the Fogus Flouring mills.

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THEY ARE FRIENDS NOW. 


Survivors of the Philadelphia Brigade Pre 
sent a Flag to Pickett s Men. 

WASHINGTON, May 27.—A committee repre- 
senting the surviving members of the Phila- 
delphia brigade this afternoon presented a 
handsome new silk flag of the regulation size, 
and containing forty-two stars, to General 
Pickett’s division, of Virginia. The two com- 
mands frequently faced each other in battle 
during the late war, and fought bravely against 
each other at Gettysburg. Two years ago 
they again met on the field of Gettysburg, at 
the gathering of the surviving members of the 
two organizations, but in a spirit of friendship 
instead of hostility. The purpose of the pre- 
sentation today was to cement the cordial re- 
lations begun two years ago. _ Pies 

After a brief speech by John W. Frazier, 
chairman of the Philadelphia brigades’ com- 
mittee, narrating the purposes of their meet- 
ing, Colonel Reilly made a formal address, 
presenting the flag to his former foemen. He 
referred to their meeting each other in battle 
and their subsequent friendly gathering at 
Gettysburg, and concluded by saying: 

‘Let us pledge together our fidelity to that flag 
which shall protect us all alike, as but one people, 
having but one destiny.”’ 

Colonel B. B. Berkeley received the flag on 
behalf of the Pickett camp. He interpreted 
the presentation as being in sympathy with 
the great centennial procession in New York, 
where ofticers who wore blue and gray in the 
great struggle, rode proudly, peacefully, side 
by side.

and are Pelted. 

Dupuy, May 27.—There was another con- 
flict at Falcarragh today between evictors and 
tenants, during which twenty-five patrolmen 
were injured. Houses were barricaded in the 
usual way, and the police were totally unable 
to effect an entrance through the doors. 
Finally scaling ladders were procured, and 
with these the attacking party endeavored to 
enter by the way of windows and roofs. As 
the police swarmed up the ladders the inmates 
of the houses rained every manner of missiles 
upon them, and in some cases ladders crowded 
with ofticers were thrown violently to the 
ground. In this way a number of officers 
received serious injuries. As usual, the supe- 
rior forces of the besiegers at last prevailed, 
and the evictions were finally accomplished.

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A FAMOUS JOURNALIST AND 
GRESSMAN, 


TALKS UPON INTERESTING MATTERS. 


The Georgia Delegation in Congresa—The 
Traits of the Different Members as 
Viewed by Him. 


CON- 


Amos Cummings, of the New York Sun 
and ex-congressman from New York, has been 
in Athanta for the past two days. 

Mr. Cummings, who is recognized as per- 
haps the ablest descriptive{writer on the Amer- 
ican press, is traveling through the south 
getting data for a series of articles to be 
printed in the Sun on ‘“Fortares in the 
South.”’ 

This is his first visit to Georgia since 15857, 
at which time he traveled through the entire 
state asa tramp printer. Mr. Cummings was 
promoted from the case on the New York 
Tribune, some years after his visit to Georgia, 
and since that time has risen in the profession 
until he is now the highest salaried newspaper 
man in this country. 

He was managing editor of the Sun, and 
from that position was sent to theo fiftieth 
congress. There he made a national reputa- 
tion by his vigorous opposition to the passage 
of the river and harbor bill, but his greatest 
reputation was made through his brilliant de- 
scriptive letters to the Sun and other papers on 
the daily proceedings of the house. In fact his 
news letters were so much sought after that 
he will continue them with the Sist congress, 
although he declined re-election to lhat body. 

Mr. Cummings has been throngh a portion 
of north Georgia, cleaning data for his letters. 
In speaking of the state yesterday he said: 

‘Its dovelopment since the war utterly 
astounds me. It has made greater strides 
since then than the empire state of the north. 
In minerals it seems to be richer than Penn- 
sylvania. In business energy, restless actiy- 
ity and in wealth it retains its supremacy. The 
most extravagant predictions that [ have 
heard concerning the future of the state can 
hardly equal what will probably be the reality 
fifty years hence. I know that

sinewed with zine and filled with marble, 
slate, manganese and gold. It wouid not sur- 
prise me to hear in the future that. quicksilver 
and tin had been discovered. Indeed I saw, 
not long ago,a manin New York wearing a 
diamond, and one not off color, that had 
been found in Georgia. Within thirty years 
I believe that it will be the greatest state in 
the union for the production of fruits—not 
barring California. Its development within 
twenty-five years has been marvelous. Its 
timber seems to be as valuable and more in- 
exhaustible than the timber of Michigan and 
Wisconsin. The state bids fair to be one of 
tbe richest jewels adorning the. American re- 
public.”

JUDGE CRISP 
at the head of the delegation. Heis a hard 
working member, a ready debater and is rarely 
caught ina tight place. His work In the elec- 
tions committee at the last session was simply 
magnificent. He was chosen chairman in a 
democratic caucus. He hesitated about ac- 
cepting it, because in the regular course of 
events he would have been chairman of the 
committee on Pacific railroads, Throckmorton 
having gone out.

Bourke Cochran aroused the 
Grand Army spirit, and White went in by the 
vote#of democrats who did not believe that he 
had been naturalized before the election. In- 
deed, Tim Tarsney, of Michigan, went over to 
him and said: 

“There, White, I voted for you, now d—n 
you go and get naturalized.’’

I found an old carpet bag, 
scooped into it a pile of the letters and return- 
ed to the Sun office. Atodd intervals I exam- 
ined them and printed a great number. Amon 
them were two letters from Mr. Wimpy. Il 
my memory serves me he had written one 
letter inclosing the necessary requirement fog 
a batch of the counterfeits. As usual he re 
ceived a bundle of blank paper, cut to the size 
of treasury notes. Fuancying that the package 
had been changed while on its way to his 
bome, he wrote a second letter seeking @ 
second supply of the notes. Whether he got 
them or not I can’t say, but certain it is that 
he hadn't wit enough to drop upon the game 
that had been played upon him. I presume 
that the publication of the letters ended 
his career in congress. At any rate 
I have never heard of him since. 
He was a good republican, however, and pos 
sibly would be serviceable in the next house. 
“JUDGE STEWART 
reminded me of an old cannon, brass 
mounted. He had a smooth bore, and at 
times madea great noise. Hle had a rough 
and tumble intellectual fight with General 
Grosvenor, of Ohio, It was hard to say which 
had the best of it; Stewart went overin the 
republican side and there was shatp crosse 
firing.

SRuUNswick, Ga., May 27.—{Specia!.]— 
grunswick is destined to some day be the 
greatest seaport city on the soath Atlantic 
coast, and ifshe continues her present rapid 
strides that day will not be far distant. 
Recently a very strong company of northern 
and Georgia capitalists have purchased 5,500 
acres of high land on the main channel in 
Brunswick harbor, and just across trom the 
city proper, the deep water frontage of which 
is 6,500 feet. Itis directly in the main chan- 
nel in the harbor, which is completely land- 
locked, and where there is a minimum depth 
of twenty-one feet at low water.

If the southern producers were pinched 
at all, we should hear something of the 
matter in the southern newspapers, which 
are very scusitive to this sort of thing. 
Southern iron continues to hold its own, in 
spite of the defensive movement of the 
Pennsylvanians. The report of the secre- 
tary of the Tennessee Coal, Iron and Kail- 
way company, of Chattanooga, has just 
been published, and it gives some idea of 
the business done in southern iron. The 
concern mentioned sold last year 224,604 
tons,.in no less than twenty different states. 

Ohio took more than twice as much of 
this iron than all the south and southwest 
together. The New Orleans Times-Demo- 
erat has analyzed the figures, and it finds a 
condition of affairs that is very promising 
for southern interests: Dividing the sales 
according to sections, it is found that 357,- 
648 tons went to the east, 156,620 tons to 
the north and west, and 30,366 tons to the 
south and southwest. The great iron state 
of Ohio took 65,561 tons: Missouri, also a 
large producer, 23,753 tons, New York 22,- 
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93 tons, and even Pennsylvania 6,777 
tons. 

To these figures our New Orleans con- 
temporary appends a moral that Tuk Con- 
insisting on for many 
long and weary years. Why should the 
south send iron into other parts of the 
country to be made into stoves, machinery 
and agricultural implements? Why cannot 
these things be made next door to the iron 
rewions--in Atlanta, for example? 

The northern cotton mills are gradually

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Compulsory Education. 

A bill will be introduced in the next legis- 
lature by llon. W. A. McDonald, the 
member from Ware, looking to making 
education a matter of compulsion. Mr. 
McDonald is one of the most active cham- 
pions of education in the present legisla- 
ture, and will use the arguments in favor of 
his measure to such advantage as to insure 
a strone support for the bill. 3 

Mr. MeDonald’s bill proposes to make it 
compulsory on all persons having charge of 
children between six and eighteen years of 
age ‘to send them to school a sufiicient 
length of time each year to receive the bene- 
fit of the publie schoo! fund appropriated by 
the state, city or counties,’’ and provides a 
penalty for violation of the same, 

The general nature of this bill is such as 
to commend it to the careful consideration 
of thinking men all over the state. Com- 
pulsory education has been discussed for 
many years, and it cannot be doubted that 
there are two sides to the question. 

The merits of Mr. McDonald’s proposition 
will offer a new field for discussion in the 
legislature, for it has not been up before for 
legislative action. There are, of course, 
arguinents against it, but the distinguished 
gentieman from the wire-grass will be pre- 
pared to smooth the way for the passage of 
his bill. If he does it Georgia will be com- 
mitted to a most important experiment. 

The Fires of a Year. 

The bound volume of the 
**Fire Tables for 1Ss9,’’ 
gestive facts and figures. 

Last year we had in this country 16,019 
fires, desiroying about $11 1,000,000 worth 
of property, a decrease of J77 fires and $v,- 
000,000 as compared with the record of the 
preceding year. 

In the the loss of property was 
about $16,000,000, a falling off of $8,000,000 
compared with Iss7. Most of the fires in 
Georgia last year were supposed to be due 
to incendiarism. The classes of property 
that suffered most were gin houses and 
dwellings, fifty-cight of the former and 225 
of the latter having been burned. The fires 
in the dwellings, as arule, are credited to 
defective flues. 

One cannot glance over these statistics 
without coming to the conclusion that the 
best way to decrease the number of fires in 
Georgia would be to guard more vigilantly 
against incendiaries, and have a system of 
building inspection that would promptly 
expose and condemn defective flues. Our 
fire losses run up into the millions every 
year. A little money and a little care spent 
in prevention would be a good investment.

THE REPORTS ON TEMPERANCE, 


The Northern Presbyterians Discuss the 


Subject. 

New York, May 27.—In the Presbyterian 
general assembly this afternoon the discussion 
was on “temperance.”’ The first and second re- 
commendations of the standing committee’s 
report, deploring the ruinous effect of intoxi- 
cating liquor and calling on ministers, elders 
and congregations to help to crush the traffic, 
were carried. The third recommendation 
caused more debate than any single resolution 
since the assembly opened. It call- 
ed for sympathy for the “widespread 
movement now in progress in favor of the 
complete suppression of the traffic in intox!- 
cating liquors as a beverage.’’ A minority re- 
port, signed by five of the committee, and 
headed by F. R. Wotring of Nebraska, was 
presented to replace this resolution. They ex- 
pressed sympathy “with the widespread move- 
ment in progress for constitutional prohibi- 
tion.”’ 

Kev. J. Logan Sample proposed to substitnte 
the minority report for the third resolution. 

tev. John fox proposed an amendment to 
the effect that the assembly would not commit 
itself to any political party. 

I)r. Crosby opposed the report of the com- 
mittee and ininority report. He said prohibi- 
tion was the worst enemy of true temperance. 
It might do in rural districts, but it would be 
ruinous to introduce it in large cities. 

Kiev. William H. Hubbard moved that Rev. 
Mr. Fox’s substitute be laid on the table. This 
Was carried by nearly twotoone. The min- 
ority report was then defeated by 21 to 105. 
Professr Dufileld, of Princeton, moved that 
the minority report be adopted with the word 
“constitutional” left out. 

“IT want this assembly to deliver a judgment 
for prohibition, pure and simple,” 

A motion to lay this on the tadle was car- 
ried by 166 to 146. Other resolutions were 
then adopted with slight amendments. 

THE EVENING SESSION. 

At the evening session of the Presbyterian 
general assembly, Dr. Thompson arose and 
said that in view of the fact that many had 
not understood the import of the resolution 
adopted on the temperance question at the 
afternoon session, he would move the adoption 
of the following resolution in explanation: 

‘Resolved, That the general assembly, in 
reatiirming the deliverance of former assemb- 
lies, calls attention to the deliver- 
ance of 1885, which says: “That 
we earnestly recommend to ministers and 
congregations in our connection, and to all 
others, to persevere in vigorous efforts until 
laws in every state and territory of our be- 
loved country, prohibiting entirely the traffic 
which isthe principal cause of drunkenness 
and its consequent pauperism, crime, taxation, 
lamentation, of war and ruin to bodies and 
souls of men, 
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MISSISSIPPUS FEMALE COLLEGE, 


An Institution for the Higher Education of 
Girls Supported by the State. 
MERIDIAN, Miss.,. May 27.—[Special.]— 
In a recent issue of THE Con- 
STITUTION an editoral headed 
“An Industrial School for Girls,” in 
which it is stated that the Hon. W. Y. Atkin- 
son, of Coweta county, bas announced his pur- 
pose to introduce at the sumimer session of the 


‘Georgia legisiature a bill for the establishment 


of an industrial school for girls; and it is 
further stated, ‘that it is particularly appro- 
priate that Georgia, the most progressive of 
all the southern states, shouid lead in a move- 
ment inaugurating such practical benetit for 
those of our girls who would be glad to take 
advantage of such an opportunity.”’ Also, 
that *‘Mississippi has already taken a step in 
this direction in providing for the practical 
education of females in the agricultural 
college of the state.” The truth is, 
that Mississippi, besides admitting young ladies 
into her university and agricultural and 
mechanical college, has had for five or six 
vears, in successful operation, an *‘Industrial 
Institute and College,’’ for the higher eduea- 
tion of her white girls. The last catalogue 
shows twenty-six members of the faculty and 
an enrollment of 385 young ladies. Besides 
the literary and scientifié course, are taught, 
bookkeeping. telegraphy,. phonography and 
typewriting, dressmaking, painting and music. 
The school is located at Columbus, which city 
contributed twenty acres of ground, a large un- 
furnished brick school building and $50,000, 
the state donating about $100,000 to build and 
equip the institute, and annually appropriates 
between twenty and thirty thousand dollars 
for its support.

An Envelope Containing 8550 in Confeder 
ate Money Keturned to the Owner. 

Here is a truce story of the days of ’61 that 
will do tokeep: 

During that year Mr. W. J. Houston, now 
of DeKalb county, and Dr. W. 8S, Zellars, 
now of Campbell connty, were residents of 

Atlanta. 

Mr. Houston was the treasurer of a society 
of which Dr. Zellars was a member. Dr. 
Zellars was the happy possessor of $550 in con- 
federate money, which he carefully sealed in a 
big envelope and committed to the hands of 
Mr. Houston for safe keeping.

THE COMMITTEES AND COMMISSION 


ON A TOUR. 


They Visits the Waterworks and Some Fall in the 


Creeks—fome of the Rycommendaiions That 
May Be Made—Further Trips to Be Made. 


A committee to investigate the city’s water 
supply went out to the water works yesterday 
afternoon. 

The committee was appointed by the gen- 
eral council for the purpose of making a thor- 
ough examination of the present supply, and 
report as to the best methods of increasing the 
same if,in their judgment. it was not ade- 
quate to the present demand, and also to make 
recommendations regarding the location and 
erection uf a complete new set of works, if 
such was deemed advisable. 

The party was composed of Mayor Glenn, 
Alderman Howell, Alderman Hirsch,’Judge C. 
Hammock, president of the board o water com- 
missioners; Hon. W. A. Hemphill, chairman 
waterworks commission; Mr. Ifoweli C. Erwin 
and Mr. Z. H. Smith, of the board; Mr. W. G. 
Richards, superintendent, and City Engineer 
Clayton and ex-Mayor Hiilyer, Hon. Jacob 
Elsas, Mr. GeorgeSWinship, Dr. A. W. Cal- 
houn, Mr. L. P. Grant and Mr. J. R. Wylie 
ann Mr. John R. Gramling, who were re- 
quested to act as a committee of citizens with 
the water committee and water board. 

Messrs. Grant and Hemphill did not go out 
with the committee, however, being unavoida- 
bly detained, but willbe taken over the same 
ground soine time this week by Superintend- 
ent Richards. | 

The party started from Mayor Glenn’s office 
a little after three o’clock in carriages. 

Before going to the waterworks the gentle 
men were driven out to West End and beyond, 
in order that they might be afforded an oppor- 
tunity of seeing the watershed, from which 
Todd branch is supplied, that they would be 
better acquainted with the character of the 
water furnished by that stream. From here 
the committee was driven across the country 
to the head of the reservoir, at the point where 
Hardin branch, which is the principal source 
of supply, tlows in. 

AT THE BRANCH. 

The gentlemen got out of the carriages some 
distance above the flowing-in point and, rolling 
up their trousers, walked along the banks of 
the stream, making a critical examination of 
the character of the water, and a genera] in- 
vestigation of the supply. 

Just near the point where the siream 
empties into the reservoir a weir had been 
constructed by Chief Engineer ‘Travis, so that 
the committee might measure for themselves 
the quantity of water which Hardin branch 
was capable of pouring into the reservoir 
daily. 

At this weir Engineer Clayton took his rule 
from his pocket and made an estimate of the 
capacity of the stream. His mearurement 
showed that Hardin branch is now capable of 
supplying only about 

A MILLION GALLONS OF WATER PER DAY, 
possibly a little more. The supply which this 
stream affords has been gradually decreasing, 
and it is only a question of time when 
it will be entirely inadequate to 
the :‘lemands of the city. even though the pop 
ulation were not to increase at all. It isargued 
that the rapid growth of the city, both in point 
of number and number and magnitude of her 
manufacturing enterprises, Inakes the supply 
obtained from Hardin branch even more 
precarious, though most of the gentlemen were 
of the opinion that it would be ample for three 
or four years yet at least. ‘They were satistied 
that the water of this stream was, as yet, reu 
and wholesome, but thought it would not be- 
many years, atthe present rate of improve- 
ments in the country drained by Hardin 
branch, before the water would necessarily be- 
come contaminated. 

From Hardin branch the party drove about 
two miles around the reservoir to 
what is known as 

POOL’S MILL POND, 

on Pool’s branch. There had been quite a 
good deal of discussion regarding the purchase 
of this stream, and turning it into the reser- 
voir. It had been claimed by the advocates of 
this scheme that this would make the supply 
sufficient for any emergency. ‘The committee 
investigated this source of supply very care- 
fully, and when they make their report it will 
no doubt receive its full share of attention. 

The gentlemen, after making a eareful sur- 
vey of the surroundings and accessibility of 
this stream, entered the carriages again, and 
were driven direct to the waterworks pumping 
Station, where they took in all the different 
points, examining the engines, filters and, in 
fact, everything about the place. 

One thing that attracted a great deal of 
attention and brought up considerable 
discussion was the large amount of water 
wasted in the condensing process and by leak- 
aze throngh the filters. It wos ascertained 
that the amount absolutely wasted in this way 
was between three and four hundred thousand 
gallons per day 

This information created quite a little sensa- 
tion among the gentlemen of the committee, 
and 

VARIOUS SUGGESTIONS WERE OFFEREI 
for remedying this evil, 

The one which was generally accepted as 
the mest feasible was offered by Mr. Howei! 
Erwin. His suggestion was to stop entirely 
the use of the reservoir water for the engines, 
and instead utilize the water of Todd 
branch, ,which is useless for anything 
else. ‘his water could be _ brought 
into use for this purpose very easily, 
and at comparatively small cost. By adopt- 
ing this plan nearly a half a million gallons 
per day could be saved to the city, or nearly 
half as much as the present supply. 

‘Tbe tourists went from here vp the enbank- 
ment to the topof the reservoir, where they 
spent some time in examining the dam and 
discussing the low stage of the water in the 
basin. ‘The water usually remains at a sta- 
tionary depth, the streams supplying all the 
water consumed, but during the past week or 
two nearly two feet have been pumped ont, 
and the depth is gradually decreasing. No 
danger of a shortage is anticipated, however. 

Mayor Glenn, with Messrs. Howell Erwin, 
Judge Hammock, Mr. Howell, Mr. Elsas and 
Superintendent Richards, took 2 boat and went 
out in the middle of the reservoir to examine 


the overtiow apparatus. 

When they had returned, all get into the 
carriages and were driven®around the edge o’ 
the basin and alongside of Todd’s brancl, 
Which runs by the side of the reservoir. This 
afforded them an opportunity of examining 
the water of this branch and observing the 
manner in which the dam and canals were 
constructed. The unanimous opinion was that 
the water of Todd’s branch was 

UNFIT FOR DOMESTIC USE 

and that it would never do to turn it into the 
basis with that of Hardin branch and mix 
them up and pump them to the city. ' 
’ This was the last point visited by the com- 
mittee, and from here they drove back to the 
city and the mayor’s office, where a short 
meeting was held. 

Atthe meeting it was decided that the 
entire committee would go in a body to the 
CHATTAHOOCHEE RIVER AND NANCY'S CREEK 
on next Tuesday. They will leave the 
mnayor’s ofiice at seven o’clock in the morning, 
taking their lunches with them, and return- 
ing in the evening. 

Loday or tomorrow City Engineer Clayton 
will goout tothe river and make measure- 
ments and surveys of the Chattahoochee and 
Nancy’s creek, having them in readiness for 
the committee when they go out next Tuesday. 

When the committee goes out they will go 
all over the ground, and select what 
they think the most ehgible site for a new 
waterworks plant, as it is the unanimons 
opinion that the city must have a better and 
more reliable water supply; that is by the 
time anew plant can be completed, the city 
will have grown to such an extent that it will 
be an absolute necessity, and that itis better 
to begin in time than to wait until it is too late 
to prevent a shortage, and perhaps suffering. 

Some of the gentlemen who went out yes- 
terday were opposed to building new works be- 
fore they went, but last night they expressed 
themselves as convinced of the necessity of a 
new system, and that the only thing now was 
the devising of ways and means to secure it. 

THE MAYOR TAKES A TUMBLE.
